SOCIAL HOUSING GRANT 
RECEIVED 


DON WIEDEMAN, Associate Professor of 
Extension, has received a grant of $18,800 from 
the Community Housing Division, Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation, Ottawa, 
on behalf of the Department of Extension so 
that they may offer a six-course citation 
program on the Management of Social Housing. 

The grant has enabled the department to 
cover the research and development costs, as 
well as the other costs involved in the 
organization and administration of a new 
program.
